An 
Opened Grave

My father was one of the Argonauts, 
or forty-niners, as they were called. 
He told me this story when I w as a 
little boy: 
“I w as washing for gold the sam e 
as others,” he said, ‘‘and Jim Barlow, 
a young fellow about my age, was 
washing alongside of me. 
A storm 
was coming up, and we were conclud­ 
ing it was about time to get under 
cover when all of a sudden I saw Jim 
pitch forward on his face. At the sam e 
time I was blinded by a flash and heard 
a terrific clap of thunder. 
When we 
picked Jim up he was dead. 
“That was before the present meth­ 
ods of bringing persons to life as they 
sometimes do now, and no one had 
ever heard of a person receiving a dose 
of electricity strong enough to kill, and 
yet in a few hours be perfectly well 
again.

The old tim e “college toga” worn by 
the Harvard students back in 1836 was 
an amusing sartorial creation, or m ay­ 
be it would more properly be classi­ 
fied as the result of the dressmaker’s 
art. 
Of course, no one now living 
remembers it, but the ancient “toga’’ 
is described in the annals of the col­ 
lege, and the present Oxford cap and 
gown are very sim ple and sober things 
in comparison. 
As described 
by 
a 
writer whose 
curiosity had been aroused by stories 
concerning the gay 
festive “college 
toga,” even the togas worn by the old 
Roman senators were negligible quan­ 
tities. 
In 1836, when Harvard cele 
brated her tw o hundredth anniversary, 
this 
fanciful 
summer garment was 
much in vogue, and for at least two 
seasons it w as in high fashion with the 
undergraduates. 
It was m ade of gingham and of a 
color and pattern to suit the taste of 
the wearer- 
It w as a loose fitting gar­ 
ment reaching to the knees, w as gath 
ered at the neck and also at the waist, 
behind. 
It had a turned over collar, a 
small cape rounded in front and a belt 
of the materia! 
of the dress. 
The 
sleeves were either hooked or buttoned 
at the wrist. 
It w as trimmed with a 
long tasseled w hite fringe. The aecom 
pa Diluents of this dress were a low 
crowned, broad brimm ed straw hat. 
secured by a broad ribbon under the 
chin: trousers and silk or thread gloves 
of a color in harm ony with that of tho 
toga, and usually a heavy cane. 
It is not. know n to whom the distinc­ 
tion belongs of having first conceived 
the “college toga.” 
Like Jupiter, it 
came into being complete in its match 
less grace and adornments. 
It was 
probably due to the creative genius 
and skillful fingers of “Ma’am ” Dana. 
t h e college tailoress of that day, who 
was ni'ofiaidv the vole manufacture!

Dr. Mallet, late professor of chem- j 
istry at the University of Virginia, 
was one of the greatest scientists that 
America has ever produced.

D. from Princeton, John Hop­ 
kins and the University of Pennsyl­ 
vania. He was honored with the title 
of Fellow of the Royal Society. 
At various times he occupied the 
chair of chemistry in the university 
of Alabam a, University of Texas, 
Tulane University, Jefferson Medical 
College and the university of Vir­ 
ginia, occupying the latter position 
for nearly forty years. 
Testifying as an expert before the 
Federal court, Dr. Mallet discussed 
the caffeine containing beverages (cof­ 
fee, tea, 4^oca Cola, etc.) and stated 
that his analysis showed that Coca 
Cola contains less caffeine than either 
tea or coffee as ordinarily prepared. 
He stated.further that the use of caf­ 
feine or beverages containing caffeine 
in moderation, is not only not harm­ 
ful but absolutely beneficial. 
Dr. 
Mallet explained why caffeine 
was 
not a habit-forming substance and 
gave the following scientific defiini 
lion: 
“ In the first place I think that 
.the habit formed must be a detrimen 
a1 one and an injurious one, and in 
jhe second place, one which becomes 
so firmly fixed upon a person acquir 
ing it that it is thrown off with great 
difficulty and with considerable suffer­ 
ing, and in toe third place, that the 
continued exercise of tbe habit in 
creases the demand for the habit 
forming drug.
